Second, and ta het Dutch Consort, William 
of Orange, sharing the throne with her, 
it insisted upon the relinquishment to 
the nation of. the Crown Lands, (with 
the excuption’ of the Duchies of Lan- 
castor and Cornwall),and the hereditary 


revenues, on the undorstanding that then, °

1837, the “Sailor King” 
died, atid Was succesded by his niece, Queen 
Victoria, then just turned cighteen years 
of ago, Patlinment was at that time in a 
somewhat auateré temper, for its patience 
had been severely triod by the two recent 
ocoupants of the Throne, more especially by 
the elder of the two, who fegarded h.meelf 
as'the ** First Gentleman of Europo ;” and 
the country at large considered that the 
grant for the support of the Sovereign 
sheuld be reduced aa the times were bad. 
So the girl-Queon was assigned no moro 
thon £385,000 a year as her Civil List. 
She continued to be paid that amount for 
nearly sixty-four years, so that the Civil 
‘List amounted to nearly 24}. millions sterl- 
\ ing during her memorable reign, irrespec- 
\tivo of the large revenue that she derived 
from tho Duchies ‘of Lancaster aud 
Corawall, it should be added that al- 
though Queen Victoria was 
exempt from any obligation todo 20, sho 
j voluntarily paid income tax on her per- 
sonal income from 1842, when the impost 
was revived after having boon in abeyance 
twenty-six years, or since the year after 
! Waterloo ; and she continucd, as a matter 
of conscience, to do ao until tho end of hor 
most exemplary lif. Meanwhile, the yield 
from the Crown Lands and the hereditary 
revenues which she, like her predecessors, 
hed transferred to the nation, at the com- 
mencement of ker reign, advanced from 
£180,000 to £450,000 n yoar. I¢ was in 
congoquence of this increase, and als of 
the groater demands in these days on the 
Royal purse, that Parliament, in 190°, 
voted King Edward a Civil List of £470,000 
ayeat durin: the period of bis reign. This 
amount, divided by Parliament into certain

From our Japanese exchanges we learn 
that the proprietors of a Chinese uewspaper 
published in Tokyo have been prosecuted 
fors breach of the Japanese Press Law. 
The proscoution’ alleged that the journal 
contained an -articlé advecating the .es-” 
tablisument of a republicin form of govern- 
ment in China, In the course of the trial 
the defendants were asked to oxplsin the 
article and what govervment it was they 
objected to. They replied ‘that the re. 
feronce was to the Chinese Government 
and thet they considered, the time had 
come. when Ching should hava 8 form of 
governmont similar to that of:the United 
States and Switzerland. The trial was 
thon continued in camer, such a course 
being deemed advisable for the public 
good, and we hare not yet seen the finding 
of the  ourt, though evidently it must have 
deon given against the defendants. A 
large number of Chinese atudenta assembled 
near the courthouse and threatened dis- 
turbances during the trial, but were kept. 
in check by « strong force of police. 

Jn connection with this proscaution we 
havo réovived the following, which we print 
verbatim ef tiferutio :— , 

THE REFORT OF THE SUSPENSION OF THE 

"anrxpua” MAGAZINE. , 

The ‘‘Minpo.” which we, tha Chinese 
Rovelutionists, have been publishing from 
Tokyo for the last three years, has been 
universally considered Ww be greateat, 
strongest und most famous of all the 
Chinese magazines. Its principles are 
well-known «5 being Nationsliam and 
Socialism. .Tts ideal is ‘+China for the 
Chinese People.” . 

Since its first publication, the “ Minpos ” 
has scruputotely avoided any utterance 
against the Japanere Government or people. 

As the ‘ Minpoa” holds the doctrine 
of Revolutioniom, it hax, of course, been 
the eye-sore of the presont Government of 
Uhina. Up to a recent date the Chinesa 
Government could not réach a power in 
Japan so a3 tube ablo to interfere with 
the publication of ‘the’ magazine. So the 
Chinese Government has been trying its 
utmost to prohibit ita inland circulation in 
Chins. - 

Lately, however, tho Japanese Govern- 
ment hascomo under the direct influence 


of Toun Show-yee, FHS Governor 
of Finten BRK (China) “who is on his 
wy to the United States of America and 
is at present stopping at Tokyo. The 
Japanese Government hes been bribed by 
this Governor from. China ; and it has been 
arranged that if the Japanese Government 
would, by any means, ciush the Chinese 
Reyolutionists residiny in Japan, this gov 
ernor. reprasenting the Chinese Gorerm- 
ment, would, in turn, hand over to Jupan 
as rewards, the: possessury rights of the

We hold that without.s change in the 
present misgovernment in China there will 
be no safety of the Chinese Empire and 
there will be no peace in the world. It is 
for this reason that we hava been. struggl- 
ing the last 300 years against the alion 
Manchu Government, which has been tho 
ruling power in China, This Government 
is inhumunitarian and deepotic.

(Written for the ““Cmma Mart.”) 
This beautiful harbour is in, the extrema 
South of: the -Chinose Empire. It has, 
_ become of general interest recontly on 


account of the proposal that: it whould he |: 


used asong of the naval stations son to 
bo built fur the use of the Chinese Tmporint 
navy, Ab last report the mandarin who 
had beon sent to survey the harbour had 
pronouneed it ta be too small for tle pur- 
poss, Tho Government will however be 
very shortsighted if they, do not retain 
Possession of this harlour, and improve it 
aa the develpment of Huinan progresses, 
Tho harbour waa very curafully surveyed 
and chavted under the direction of French 
naval ofticers in 1858, There has been 
little chunye in the character of the anchor- 
age since then, The entrance is compara- 
tively strsight and inurrows down to the
